It is an experience to step back two 
centuries to share the concerns of the 
men who were forced eventually to make 
one of the most far-reaching decisions 
of their times. We know the legacy they 
left us; we are observing that during 
this year of 1976. The film will undoubt- 
edly give us pause — to stop and think 
of the legacy we will leave the genera- 
tions following us.

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FOR THE WOMAN'S COMMITTEE . . . 
NEW DIRECTIONS 

Here is the group which never seems 
to run out of ideas, which is always 
bursting with enthusiasm and usually 
has the willing and able hands to imple- 
ment its plans. 

The Committee is trying something 
new for 1977. Rather than gearing all its 
talent, energy and time to just one ac- 
tivity, the Committee voted recently to 
expand its program to include a Valen- 
tine’s Day Tea, a Spring Garden Sale, 
the Historic Village Fair, with more em- 
phasis on the Auction, and a Fall Hardy 
Mum Sale. The “hows” and “whens” 
are still to be worked out; but, never 
fear — when the time comes, the word 
will he given out loud and clear! 

Another new idea, recently introduced, 
is to have a series of evening meetings 
for those women who cannot attend the 
monthly Tuesday morning gatherings. 
Originally it was thought the evening 
group would be an extension of the day- 
time group and follow more or less the 
same pattern. It begins to appear, 
though, that their needs and interests 
will be different and that an evening 
group will want to develop its own meet- 
ing format and programs. 

Two major gift ideas recommended 
by the Woman’s Committee were ap- 
proved by the Society’s Board of Trus- 
tees. One is to have the halls from the 
front entrance to the third floor painted 
and repapered. Mrs. Louis H. Goettel- 
mann will be in charge of the Commit- 
tee. The second, in the care of Mrs. 
Joseph L. Grimm, is to have a storm- 
screen door installed at the back kitchen 


entrance. Mrs. Grimm and the House 
Committee, will also investigate and 
make recommendations for improve- 
ments to make working at Greenfield 
Hall the year round more pleasant and 
comfortable. 

Two new officers were elected at the 
October meeting. They are: Ms. Elnora 
Alff, vice president, and Mrs. B. L. Hub- 
bard, recording secretary. 

FIVE OLD BUILDINGS 
GET NEW MARKERS 

One of the most rewarding partner- 
ships- — one which not only has continued 
for many years, but which has also bene- 
fitted the town — is that between the 
Civic Association and the Society. To- 
gether they have agreed on houses to be 
permanently marked; the Association 
underwrites the cost of the markers, and 
the Society orders and has the markers 
secured on the houses. 

The cut-off date has been established 
as 1850. During this year five homes 
were added to the list — The Birdwood 
Tenant Houses, Thomas Redman, 1811, 
at 80 and 82 Grove Street; the Snowden 
House, 1816, 46 Potter Street; the Had- 
don House, George Hanold, ca. 1820, 
301 Kings Highway East; and the Gen- 
eral John Clement House, ca. 1850, 272 
Kings Highway East. 

The new markers were set in position 
by Chairman of the Marker Committee, 
Louis H. Goettelmann, A.I.A., F.I.A.L., 
and securely fastened to the brick or 
frame walls by his son, Rodney, a build- 
ing craftsman and expert. There are now 
more than 60 historic Haddonfield 
homes and sites so marked.

After much serious consideration, it 
was decided to conduct the fund-raising 
drive to restore the interior of the 
Samuel Mickle House among the mem- 
bers of the Society.

A totally unexpected — and certainly 
most welcome — gift came as a result of 
the concerted efforts of the members of 
Haddonfield’s Indian King Chapter of 
The Questers, Inc. Because of the hard 
work done by the twenty members of the 
Chapter, the application they submitted 
was approved. A matching-funds grant 
of $500.00 from the Questers National 
Preservation and Restoration Fund 
toward a Bicentennial project was award- 
ed the Chapter for Furnishings for the 
Samuel Mickle House. 

When they heard the announcement at 
the Questers National Convention held 
in Philadelphia this past May, Chapter 
members Mrs. Howard Laurence, Mrs. 


Louis H. Goettelmann, Mrs. Fred Van

their effort was successful and that the 
Chapter will be able to make such a 
meaningful contribution toward furnish- 
ing the House.
